It is now some time since I wrote you 


concerning the whereabout* of our party. 


Tuesday, August 1st, will long be re- 


membered by those who for the first time 
descended the rapids of the St. Lawrence. 
Shortly after the boat leaves Ogdensbnrgh 
the shores contract, and the current con- 
sequently becomes swifter, and the steam- 
er enters a small rapid called Rapid du 
Plat. It la, however, only a swift current, 
and the water does not break into foam. 
Several expressions of 
disappointment 


were heard at the insignificance of these 
rapidi from some who devoutly wished 
themselves safe on shore before the day 
waa ended. They wasted mote excite- 
ment, and they soon got it, 


Tbe good steamer held steadily on her 


way, sweeping past cultivated farms and 
green islands covered with birch and elm, 
About 3 p.m. there waa a great commotion 
among the pasaengera. 
We were ap- 


proaching tha first real rapid—the far- 


hj. Long Sanlt. The river here ia di- 


vided by an island, having a north and 
•oath channel, down which the water 
rushes at the rate of 18 miles an hour. 


Ia the war between the French and 


Englith for the supremacy on the Ameri- 
can continent a tragic event took place- at 
this point. 


A Frenoh schooner, heavily laden with 


valuable fur«, wJa pursued by an En- 
glish boat. Down, through the thousand 
islands the exciting ohase continued, nntil 
tbe obse of that bright Ootober day the 
English had almost overtaken their enemy. 
Tho Bapid Du Plat was pusaed in safety 
and the pilot knew not of the danger be- 
fore him. Suddenly the point waa turned 
and there in all tbeir terrible grandeur 
lay the Rtpidi of tho Long Sault, Erery 
effort was made i« gain the shore, but in 
vain, and the thip and crew were soon 
swallowed up by tbe seething billows. The 
Euglish boat, warned by the fate of their 
foe, barely escaped. 


It is simply impossible to deacribo these 


rapids. One may try to imagine how they 
mast appear, and yet, when he comes to 
see them, he will find how utterly inade- 
quate were his ideas.

The first view of tbe Long Sanlt ia at

Our part}' got a good position near the 


x>w of the boat, on the upper deck, where 
they could see the rapids in all their gran- 
deur. First there came a succession of 
long, smooth billows, on which the boat 
rose and fell with a pleasant, gentle mo- 
tion, but at length we reached the brow of 
he hill—the boat suddenly seemed to 
sink away from aj ; bat the next moment 
rote on the back of an immense billow, 
with her bowsprit pointing heavenward at 
an angle of 45 degrees.

To say that some of tbo passengers were 


a little timid, is patting it in a very mild 
form. The pilgrims behaved very well— 
oo fainting or anything of that sort, 
though come of the ladies changed color 
several timea. The scenery all tho way 
down is very fine, and the Steamer puaea 
through several lakes, who rival in besnty 
•he Lake of the Thousand Islands. Lake 
S'. Francis ia thirty-six miles long and 
the Indian village St. Regs lies near its 
lower termination.

Tha pilot lives at the Indian village 


called Oiughnawago, nppotite L»obine, 
acd ia in tho employ of the Canadian 
government. His two boya brought him 
off in a csnoe. He waa dressed in blaek 
>ints and red shirt, and aa ho climbed up 
.0 his place at the wheel he was the ob- 
served of all observers. Several young 
ladies oame near falling overboard in their 
attempts to satisfy their natural cnrioBiiy- 
From the moment be took the wheel the 
lives of all on board wore in hia keeping. 
One false turn of tho •vcLevl either waj 
aiid no human pover could save us. He 
never apoke or gave any orderj after we 
nearsd tbe rapids, but hia eagle eye scan- 
ned the foaming abyss into which we were 
plunging, and the three men who were 
with him at the wheel see nothing but 
him. I never saw a more devout company 
than that who crowded tbe deo>c of the 
Jasper os we entered tbe rapid. No wotd 
wan spoken and nanght was heard suve ih- 
roar of the angiy flood. 


Just before the rspids and abovo Mon- 


treal the boat passes under the Victoria 
bridge—the longest and largest bridge in 
the world. It is an iron tube supported on 
immense cut stone pier?, and is ttro miles 
long. It -was construotedSby Stevenson 
and ia one of the wonders of the present 
age. It was after sundown when we 
reached Montreal, thus ending a day re- 
plete with int«reat. The universal verdict 
of the pilgrims was that it had been tbe 
grandest day they had ever spent; they had 
heard of the rapida with the hearing of tbe 
ear, bnt now their eyes had seen them, and 
to the half had not been told them.

Boiler Explosion*. 


AN EITRAOBDINABY THKOBT. 


If the explosion of the boiler on board 


the ill-fated steamer Weatfield has oansed 
a great deal of misery, it haa also elicited 
some of the moat extraordinary theories 
relating to boiler explosions whioh hare 
ever been laid before the public. We have 
already expraaaed an opinion in reference 
to the cause of the Weatfield explosion, 
and tho official evidence published since 
that time, (imply oorcoboratus oar theory 
upon the subject. The following, taken 
from the New York Tnbtinc,iB one of the 
most extraordinary of the theories ad- 
vanced, which, if it were founded in 
fact, would create a moat profound sens a- 
tion among the general public, and es- 
pecially among engineers: 


"Dr. Jentc made the following state- 


ment in answer to a communication of Dr. 
Morgan, relative to oily water need in 
boilers at the West Virginia oil wells: 


About twenty-five years ago, while Dr. 


Jentz was practicing chemistry in Phila- 
delphia, an extensive fire occurred in that 
city. Among the buildings destroyed were 
two containing oil and saltpetre. When 
the buildings had partially fallen many 
exploaioni occupied, among the r\una,creat- 
ing anoh consternation among the firemen 
that they refused to approach the building 
again and try to stop the spread of the 
flame*. These explosions caused consider- 
able speculation among scientific men. 
And so much interest was taken in tbe 
subject by the public that tha City Coun- 
cil of Philadelphia wao induced to offer a 
large reward for the solution of the mys- 
stery. Dr. Jentz made many experiments 
with saltpetre aud water at first, with- 
out success. 
He 
then began experi- 


menting with oil and water, when he dis- 
covered that tbe explosions at the fire 
were undoubtedly caused by the heated 
walla filling into the oil and water in the 
basements of tho building!. This he ex- 
plains as followt: When the oil becomes 
attached to any object hot enough to pro- 
duce combustion, gas ii generated; andun- 
Lees thi* gas has room to expand, an ex- 
plosion will surely follow. Before the 
Doctor had concluded hia inveitigations, 
and had noted tho changes through which 
the oil must paas previous to reaching the 
explosive point, he oame to New York acd 
resumed the practice of medicine. He did 
not publiah his discovery, because, though 
convinced on tbe aubjeot himself, he could 
not make it clear to others without further 
investigation. 


"At the time these experiments were 


made petroleum bad not been discovered, 
the oil used waa common lubricating oil, 
such as ia still used on machinery, and the 
careless uso of which, the Doctor claims, 
has caused many boiler explosions which 
have been apparently involved in mystery. 
Water, he says, in boiling, ascends from 
irom the centre and descend! at the side 
of tbe boiler, and oil floating on the sur- 
face will be carried down with the current. 


•If the inside surface of the boiler be 


oxydized or scalded, some portions of the 
oil aro likely to be caught by these scales 
and impregnated with them. Then when 
tho iron and the oil come in direct con- 
tact, and the former ia hot enough to 


use tho combustion of the oV, an explo- 


sion must follow. 
The Doctor also 


claims that wator has no explosive 
power. 
If a boiler is subject to a 


greater pressure of (team than il will bear, 
it will burst, generally at the weakest 
point, the bteam will ruah out, people may 
gat scdldrd, but no auch explosion as that 
on the Westfield could be caused by ateam 
alone. Oa the otber hand, explosions 
caused by oil will take place where com- 
bustion takes place, whether it bo the 
weakest point or not. The vessels the 
doctors used in hia experiments were open 
on top, with nothing but a lid laid loiely 
over them, yet when the oil exploded they 
burst in fragments and scattered in every 
direction. The doctor will immediately 
resame his experiments, and aa soon aa his 
apparat"-! is completed he claims that he 
can demonstrate to the most simple mind 
that one drop of oil wilt explode the 
heaviest boiler." 


If this theory were correct, it would bo 


impossible to boil oil in an iron vessel 
with any degreo of Jkafety, and the thou- 
sinda of stills u«od to-day for refining pe- 
irjleum. are at any moment liable to ex- 
plode in a similar manner. It ia well 
knowa by oar refiners, that tha heat used 
in mam of these st.lls, at the latter stages 
of

steam boiUr, acd yet, extraordinary to 
say, no such nnnacoantable explosions aa 
tho dostor appears to indicate, have yet 
been recorded. When oil ia dropped on a 
surface of iron sufficient to decompose it, 
which ia a red heat, it throws down the 
csrbon, and liberates the hydrogen. This

These 
processes are familiar to thousands of «du- 
oited people, and when Dr. Jcnlz asserts 
tbit the simple eataration of rusty or 
oijuizsd iron with oil will, when heated 
to the point of decomposition, produce an 
explosion, he makes an assertion which 
very few who know anything about auch 
matters will be ready to alinit.

The tele- 
graph informs as that at tbe time of the 
accident trie engineer waa sbient from 
duty, tbe fireman alone being in charge. 
If this is so, measure* should at once he 
taken to prevent, in the future, a repeti- 
tion af such culpable carelessness. The 
direct cause of the accident can for tbe 
present be a matter of surmise, aa tbe boat 
i<» complete wreck, and pieces of timber 
and iruu are xcattered for rods around.

With 
this he nank into a Tery tranquil alcep ; 
and, indeed, he scarcely afterward gave 
any sign oi ooiiMidiuneMi, except for an in- 
•tant on the arriral oi hu eon*. They, c a 
learning that thu scene was about to olo*», 
obtained a new l«a»e of absence from their, 
po»tr, and both reached -AbboUford on the 
19th. About 1>£ p m. on thi 21.t of Sep- 
umber, Sir Wnlior Scott bneAhed.hu la*t 
in the presence of all hu children." It wat* 
a boauUful daj—90 warm that eTery win- 
dow was wide open; and §o perfectly itill 
that the sound oi all others moet delusion* 
to hu ear, the gentle nj>ple oi the Tweed 
over 1U pebblea waa distinctly audible at 
wo knelt around the bed, and hu eldest 
ton kiBoed and closed hia eyea.*—' 


The funeral took place on the 26;h of 


September, and tnSogb intended by the 
family to be einoUy pmate, *» attended 
by a very large concoone oi 'friends and. 
admirers rrom all parts »f Scotland. By 
their own request, Sir Walter's old<l»> 
mentica and foresters bore the coffin to the 
hearse, and from the hearse to the gr*T« 
in IX-y burgh Abbey. The pall was borne 
by hi. two sons, his son-in-law, and his lit- 
tle grandson, aUo oy six cousins, and Hugh 
Scott, oi Harden, ehisf of his family. 
Prayers were offered up in the house, be- 
f jta the cofhn was removed, by two mm 
i9ter< of the Pretbyttnan Cfaurch. From 
early manhood 6>ii Walter was a member 
oi the Episcopal Anglican Church; and 
n» fine limrial-service was read over him at 
the grave by his friend Archdeacon Wil- 
liam*. 


Sir Walter's mortal remains were de- 


posited by the Bide of his wife, in the- 
ladv-ai«le, in the north transoept oi the 
old Abbey of Drybnrgh, on Tweed-side 
Tbu particular space, which h»d been the 
t>uri&l place oi the Soots of Haliburton in 
bj-gone days, had been presented to Sir 
Walter by tlio eccentric Eirl ol Buchan, 
owner of the rmag. 


There is no solemn monument, neither 


"•toned urn or ornamental bust," errer Sir 
Walter's graTe in Drybnrgh. A\ solid ob- 
long block of Aberdeen granite, shaped af 
ter a dttugn by Chantrey, tha sonlptor, 
covers hu remains, and bears the simple 
incription:
